RAINY RIVER RAILWAY. 


The great question of Canada is 
that of transportation. One evidence 


of this is the fact that the feature of 
each of the two last sessions of parlia- 
ment was a railway deal—the Crow’s 
Nest in °96, and the Stikine in ’98. 
The prospect is that at the present 
session a railway of vastly greater 
importance than either of. these, to 
all Canada will be applying to p@slia- 
ment for substantial aid—that is the 
Rainy River project. This is a 
seheme whereby the connection now 
existing between Lake Superior and 
the Red River is to be supplemented 
by another line, heavily bonused by 
the provincial governments of Mani- 
toba and Ontario, and by the federal 
government as well. It will be re- 
membered that the present railway 
from Winnipeg to Fort William was 
built as a government work, and was 
afterwards handed over to the C. P. 
R. as a part of their bonus towards 
the construction of their whole line. 
It is also very well known that this 
piece of road is to the trafic between 
eastern and western Canada very 
much what the jugular vein is to the 
human body. A pressure upon it in 
the way of rates checks circulation to 
that extent, and being the only artery 
of traffic through this part of Cana- 
dian Territory pressure is very easily 
exercised,—and is exercised as a 
matter “of fact to the limit that the 
current of trade will permit. To be 
plainer: As long as the C. P. R. 
retains absolute control of this main 
artery they can squeeze Canadian 
traffic to any extent that may be 
necessary and possibly to make up for 
lack of profit or for actual losses on 
other. parts of their system, where 
owing to different circumstances they 
are not able to exercise such 
pressure. To be still plainer: The 
company is able to maintain rates on 
this piece of road disproportioned to 
the rates charged for like distances 
carrying a lice amount of traffic on 
other parts of their system whether in 
Canada or the States. 

From Fort William eastward there 
is unlimited competition by water 
during a large part of the year. 
From Winnipeg westward, owing to 
the ease with which railways can be 
constructed on the prairie, and the 
fact that every mile secures local 
traffic, there is every opportunity for 
effective competition. But between 
Lake Superior and the Red River the 
country is so difficult and the local 
traffic in sight at present so light that 
there is no hope if railway competition 
between these points except under spe- 
cial circumstances. Such circumstanees 
have arisen. Mineral discoveries in the 
heart of this region at considerable 
Gistance from the present railway 
line have aroused general interest, 
Manitoba and Ontario have come 
forward with offers of aid to the 
construction of another railway pro- 
portioned to the magnitude of the 
local interests affected. The federal 
government is now being approached, 
and the question is: Will the gov- 
ernment make the granting of federal 
aid conditional on the adequate pro- 
tection of the federal interests involv- 
ed? Will they see that in return for 
the money which the people of Canada 
may be expected to vote such arrange- 
ments are made regarding rates as 
will guarantee that the produce of the 
west and the manufactures of the 
east will be carried at rates propor- 
tioned to the charge for the carriage 
of like articles in like quantities over 
like distances in other districts—and 
to the net cost of construction to the 
owners of the line? Or is this line, 
afver being built largely by money 
voted direct by the people, to be 
allowed to conform its rates to those 
levied by the road at present existing? 
If so there is no strictly national 
purpose to be served by its con- 
struction. 

This is a case in which the proposed 
railway ean be made to serve a great 
national purpose—namely to break 
down an at present paralyzing mono- 
poly, especially prejudicial to the 


interprovincial trade of Canada, 
Under such cireumstances national 
aid should only be granted on con- 
dition of that purpose being adequately 
served. As already said the people 
of Canada built and paid for the 
present road, and then handed it over 
to its present owners, who have ever 
since used it only as the most power- 
ful lever in their system of monopoly. 
To build a parallel road and hand 
over control of its rates would simply 
be to give the C. P. R. a double track 
and make the present monopoly more 
binding and galling than ever. 

That the people of Manitoba are 
alive to the importance of this. ques- 
tion is shown by a number of resolu- 
tions recently passed at public meet: 
ings, of which the following, adopted 
at Elkhorn, is a sample: 

“That this meeting views with 
the greatest apprehension the pos- 
sibility of a southeastern railway 
to Lake Superior being constructed 
without securing to our province 
the great benefit we desire and 
have a right to expect from such a 
line. 

“That we regard the construction 
of this railway as vitally affecting 
the rights and prosperity of the 
people of Manitoba. 

“That if not made a means of 
freeing the province from extortions 
of railway corporations it would 
fortify the corporations for an 
indefinitely prolonged period against 
all our efforts for redress.” 

But it is not only considered of 
interest by the farmers. The Free 
Press; that faithful watch dog of 
monopoly—and liberalism (?); deals as 
follows with those who presume to 
suggest the protection of the public 
interest : 

“Recently in some parts of 
Manitoba shallow and superficial 
speakers have put the question of 
government ownership of railways to 
the farmers in this way- “You 
have to pay for the railways any- 
way, why not own them ?” 

It goes on to discuss the cost of 
railways and says that the cost of 
construction is only a comparatively 
small part of the whole. It proceeds 
to announce that the government 
returns show the average cost of the 
railways of Canada ‘to be about 
$50,000 a mile—to which it says 
must be added the cost of equipment. 
This statement is neither shallow nor 
superficial. It is simply untrue. The 
returns show the amount mentioned 
as the “Total cost of railway and 
rolling stock,” which of course in- 
cludes stealings on construction. No 
matter who owns the Free Press the 
character of this statement is suffi- 
cient to show in whose interests it is. 
and in whose interests it is not, 
published. In the fight against 
monopoly it is absolutely necessary 
that the people should understand 
who. are their friends, and not less 
who are their enemies. 

The other end of the monopoly 
organ to wit, the Globe, has also been 
heard from. It says: 

“We do not profess to have 
much faith in railway competition, 
and we have not much enthusiasm 
for railway subsidies and even less 
for land grants. We have, how- 
ever, a great deal of enthusiasm 
for the opening up of New Ontario. 
* * * * Jt may be that some 
capital can be made by the use or 
perhaps the abuse of the names of 
Mann & Mackenzie. They are no 
doubt keen, sharp men of business, 
and thoroughly know the trade of 
the promoter, but they are enter- 
prising as well, and while they may 
be freely denounced for their large 
operations in many fields, it is only 
men of their courage and enter- 
prise, their thrift and resource if 
you will, who would take the risks 
involved in pushing this new and 
expensive railway into a practically 
unknown country.” 

Dear old Globe. It has entirely 
lost faith in railway competition ; but 
it has a little enthusiasm left yet for 
railway subsides—where its friends 
Mann & Mackenzie are concerned. 
How sweet and childlike is its certifi- 
cate to the business ability of its 
lately found friends, and how entirely 
oblivious it is to any national interest 
being concerned in this Rainy River 
railway. It will hardly be recognized 
that this sweet childish old thing 
which can only see the interests of 
Newer Ontario and the business 
merits of Messrs. Mann & Mackenzie 
in the Rainy River railway deai,is the 
same paper which for a year deluged 
its columns with facts and arguments 
to prove the national importance of 
the Crow’s Nest pass road,—which, 
when completed, is only a loop line of 
the C. P. R.—and that less than a 
year ago was screeching as though the 
foundations of the British Empire 
were crumbling because its keen, 
sharp business friends, of such ad- 
mirable thrift and resource, who 
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know so thoroughly the trade of the

promoter, had been headed off from 
their little scheme of corralling the 
gold fields of the Yukon by way of 
Subsidy for the construction of 150 
miles of narrow gauge railway, which 
for business purposes began no where 
and ended no where. The assumed 
senility, and inconsequence of its 
mention of its friends is clearly intend- 
ed to lead the public mind away from 
the importance of using the Rainy 
River road to break the back of rail- 
way monopoly in Canada.

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SESSION NOTES. 
Orrawa, April 7, ’99. 
The debate on «he address, which 
after Sir Hibbert Tupper’s speech, 
became the Yukon debate for a time 
was continued on Wednesday 
Borden, conservative M. P. for Hali- 
fax, in reply to Hon. Mr. Sifton. 
He held that the government was 
responsible for the acts of its officials 
—that due regard had not been paid 
to the complaints received, that the 
commission of investigation appointed 
was not properly constituted or em- 
powered, and that the commencement 
of its work had been unduly delayed, 
knowledge of these complaints had 
reached the minister before July 15th, 
1898, and Mr. Ogilvie did not begin 
his investigation until February 1899. 
Allowing two months for transmission 
of the mails each way a period of five 
mouths had elapsed between com- 
plaints being made and action being 
taken. He read a long list of specific 
charges amongst whieh were a number 
made by Messrs. Allen and Semple, 
of the Klondike Nuggett, who had 
just arrived from Dawson, and were 
then in the city. Part of their state- 
ment was that they had in their 
possession passes for entrance at the 
side door of the gold commissioner's 
office bearing the office stamp and 
initialled by some of the officials. It 
included a number of specific cases 
giving names and amounts paid for 
valuable inside information. In one 
ease $400 had been paid by a man 
who could be produced before a proper 
tribunal. Herdman, an official, cor- 
nived at the jumping of a claim for a 
third interest. The claim was after- 
wards restored, but Herdman was 
still in government employment. Mr. 
Borden objected to the papers laid on 
the table by the minister as being the 
lease of the celebrated water front for 
$30,000. There was no lease con- 
tained, only a couple of letters. The 
official mail had been delivered regular- 
ly at Dawson from October until 
January, bui during that time no 
private mail had reached Dawson by 
government carrier. 


Fraser, liberal, replied in an elo- 
quent speech. It was unfair of 
Borden to charge that five months 
delay had taken place in regard to the 
investigation now going on, when the 
records showed that five days after 
the complaints of the miners meeting 
reached Ottawa, the commission to 
Mr. Ogilvie was despatched. 

Prior, conservative, Victoria, B. C., 
opened the debate on Thursday and 
added to the list of specific charges 
against Yukon cflicials. A customs 
official had accepted a bribe of $5 and 
a flask of whisky for passing goods 
dutiable to the extent of $350 at 
$150. 

McCarthy, independent, interrupted 
the Yukon discussion with his first 
speech, devoted chiefly to a statement 
of his position on the trade and 
language questions. He was in 
favor of a tariff favorable to the con- 
sumer, and distinctly against the 
recognition of any official language 
but English west of Lake Superior. 
He is tall, handsome and of very 
pleasing appearance and speech. 

Ross Robertson, independent con- 
servative, proprietor of the Toronto 
Telegram, delivered an eight minute 
speech in which he demanded a 
searching investigation into the alleg- 
ed scandals of the Yukon. At the 
same time he announced himself in 
favor of the government’s policy that 
the Yukon should pay for the Yukon. 

Maxwell, liberal, Vancouver, spoke 
denying the Yukon charges and 
generally supporting the position of 
the government. 


Montague, conservative, minister of 
agriculture for atime in the late 
government, followed. He has a 
reputation as @ speaker, and on this 
occasion fully justified it, easily taking 
first place amongst the speakers on 
the opposition side. He devoted most of 


his attention to the proposed abolition - 


of the senate. He dealt very cleverly 
with the recent speech of Bourrassa, 
liberal, who declared himself for 
moderate protection, but for fear of 
losing the confidence of the manu- 
facturers by his too strong dennuncia- 
tions of the government for having as 
alleged abandoned free trade, he de- 
clared that whenever the liberals 
wanted to increase the tariff in favor 
of the manufacturers the conservatives 


would aid them. 


Campbell, liberal, dealt with ex- 
penditure and trade. The liberals 
had not objected to expenditure but 
to waste and stealing. The people did 
not object to paying if they got what 
they were paying for as they were 
now. He showed how in some 
particulars the prosperity of the 
country was due to the action of the 
government. The reduction of the 
iron duties had enabled Canadian 
manufacturers to compete at home 
and abroad. Asa sample a Toronto 
firm was now filling an order for 
radiators for Russia, The preferential 
tariff had secured for Canadian goods 
a preference in the British market. 
Hie firm were compelled to mark 

eir sacks of flour for the English 
market, “American,” asthe English con- 
sumer did not know and did not want 
Canadian. But when the preferential 

ariff was adopted he got a eablegram 
i . Englisk correspondents to 
mark his flour “Canadian.” Pre- 
ference in the British market meant 
great expansion of trade for Canada, 
which Canada was every day re- 
ceiving the benefit.

A. E. Lee, formerly of Edmonton, writes 
from Dawson under date of March 7th, 
stating, in regard to the commission of 
investigation: I had the pleasure of wait- 
ing upon the court on the opening day in 
answer to a subpa@oa which turned out, 
however, to have been served on the wrong 
man, © uently as I had walked 60 
miles to attend court, it was of interest to 
know who would compensate me for the 
loss of time and out of pocket, expenses 
incident to my journey to town, Mr. 
Ogilivie said he had no authority to pay 
witnesses their expenses even. Now what 
is the use of *‘ posters” setting forth Mr. 
Ogilvie’s invitation to men who know of 
any malfeasance connected with govern- 
ment officials to come forward and make 
their complaints known? In the first place 
most people are under the impression that 
the investigation is only a trap whereby 
the government can ascertain what claims 
have been procured illegally, and through 
collusion with government employees, in 
order to deprive present owners of their 
property. 1 never heard of such a general 
feeling of insecurity to property, as pre- 
vails in this unfortunate territory, and can 
scarcely realize that it is part of the 
British Empire. When this objection does 
not apply, is it reasonable to expect men to 
walk 50 or 100 miles, lose their employ- 
ment, (if they are working for wages) or 
their time, (if working for themselves) 
expenses all the time they are kept in town, 
and receive no compensation whatever for 
all this, in order to get the privilege of tell- 
ing Mr. Ogilvie that they were forced to pay 
someone at the post office $2 before they 
could obtain a letter, or $5 or $10 to the 
doorkeeper of the gold commissioner’s office 
in order to gain admission to that holy of 


holies ?

STRUCK IT RICH. 


A. D. Osborne writes to R. Secord under 
date of February 220d, from “‘ Dead Sure 
Gulch,” stating in part: “* We have locat- 
ed a claim on a creek between the Pelly 
andjthe McMillan rivers. We are about 25 
yards below the Woodstock claim, where 
they are taking eut from two to six ounces 
of gold per day to the map. They were 
five months getting down and are not at 
bedrock yet. I think we are almost dead 
sure to strike it. Dead Sure Gulch is all 
the name we have for our location. We are 
about 225 miles from the Liard post. Iam 
in good health. We lost almost every- 
thing we had in Toad river. I lost even 
my beots. It is the swiftest river I ever 
saw run down hill. My address is care 
H. B. Co., Liard post, Month of Dease 
river, Cassair, B.C., via Fort Wrangle, 
Yukon.” 

Mr. Osborne left Edmonton af] little ever 
a year ago, with three other Edmonton men. 
Two of them returned and Mr. Osborne 
joined another party and continued with 
them.

INDIAN MURDER. 


Corp. Phillips, who arrested and brought 
in from Lesser Slave lake the Indians 
accused of murdering one of their band who 
had turned ‘“‘weitigo,” was in tewn from 
the Fort on Thursday. The murder was 
committed by a band of Crees who left 
Lesser Slave lake for Smoky river, 75 miles 
northwest, on a hunting expedition two 
weeks ago. Moes-Toos, the Indian who 


was killed, lived in a shack on Smoky | 


river and while the hunting band were in 
his vicinity he turned “‘weitigo.” This is 
simply a condition of temporary insanity, 
or at the Indians describe it, ** being pos- 
sessed of an evil spirit.” While in this 
condition the affected one has acraving to 
kill and east some ouman being, generally a 
child. Indians are naturally very super- 
atitious and anything supernatural is suffi- 
cient to arouse intense excitement. border- 
ing almost on panic. A weitigo is a sub- 
ject of particuiar dread. When Meos-toos 
become affected they killed him, severed 
the head from the trunk and otherwise 
mutilated the body in a frightful manner. 
The excitement aroused by Moos-Toos was 
sufficient to unbalance the mind of Nap-as- 
sis, a member of the hunting band, who 
also turned weitigo and attempted to kill 
and eat a 10 year old Indian girl, who was 
with the party. The Indians had captured and 
were about to kill him when Corp. Phillips 
arrived on the scene from the Slave lake 
post, and by his prompt and determined 
action prevented any further trouble. Two 
Indians who had committed the murder, 
were arrested and together with the second 
weitigo were brought to Lesser Slave lake. 
The return journey was made in company 
with the Indians who, thoroughly panic 
striken, sought the protection of the police. 
All of the gaudy colored finery with which 
they were possessed was hung on twigs 
along the route with a view to frightening 
the evil spirit away. At the lake Nap-as- 
sis, who had recovered his mental equil- 
brium, was examined by a doctor and 
ronounced perfectly sane. He was there- 
ore discharged. The two accused murder- 
ers, Pay-u and Nappa-Souses, and an aged 
witness Chuck-a-Chuck were brought on to 
the Fort by Corp. Phillips and Const. 
Warren, where the preliminary hearing of 
the charge against them will be preceeded 
with shortly, 


LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY. 


At the assembly oa the 13th Premier 
Haultain gave notice of a motion te appoint 
Mr. A. B. Gillis to the position of deputy 


speaker. 

Replying to Mr. Gillis and Dr. Patrick 
the premier said that the overseers of local 
improvement districts had been requested 
to include in their assessment rolls all 
lands whether patented or not, or owned by 
railways or corporations, and school dis- 
tricts were to be asked to furnish similar 
information in their respective districts. 
He might say in this connection that a good 
deal had already been collected from 
eolonization companies, and otherwise for 
local improvements and it had been found 
that a notice from headquarters was more 
effective than the usual notices from the 
overseers. He would also add that lands 
owned by railways were held under differ- 
ent conditions. Sometimes they were 

tented, sometimes they were not ; some- 
times they were exempt and sometimes 
they were not. He had made arrange- 
ments that the school districts should have 
all these lands assessed with a view to 
having testcases. In general the executive 
was trying to bring all lands under taxation 
and to give every assistance to promote 
lecal improvements. 

Premier Haultain moved the second 
reading of a bili to amend the law relating 
to selections. The procedure _ proposed by 
the bill did away with a certain amount of 
the preliminary business of posting and re- 
posting of the proclamations and divided 
the time between the issue of the writ and 
the polling in a different and a more cen- 
venient way. It was proposed to altogether 
do away with the proclamation and to

advertise the issuing of the writ and the 
particulars of the coming -election in every 
newspaper iu the Territories. It had been 
said that the a elector was an 
average reader of the average newspaper. 
So there was no doubt that information 
about the election would thus become 
widely known. Then instead of the return- 
ing officer having six days to divide the 
district he would have seventy-two hours 
to make a preliminary division of the eon- 
stituensy into polling districts and post 
a copy in each district and then the nomina- 
tion would take place in the usual way, 
On the twe'fth day after nomination it 
would be open for anyone to demand a 
further division of the constituency, that 
was to demand additional polling divisions, 
of course under certain restrietions, the 
twenty miles’ limit and the etistence of a 
certain number of electors, which was such 
a desirable feature in the old law but 
which somehow, was not included in the 
new seemed proper restrictions. He might 
add that in addition to the obvious ad- 
vantages of the proposed change there 
would be a probable saving of four or five 


| thousand dollars as the advertising in the 


newspapers would save at least one round 
journey in each district. 

The second part of the bill dealt with 
recounts. At present the judge had no 
discretion, but must grant 2 request to 
re-open a }l on a cause shown, however 
few the voters there. The bill would give 
the judge a discretionary power. The bill 
provided that the judge should complete 
the recount before he declared any poll 
invalid and would not order the re-opening 
of a poll if he were eonvineed that tbe 
result of the election could not be affected 
thereby. There was another point in con- 
nection with the re-opening of a poll, viz., 
that persons not entitled to vote in the 
district should be permitted to vote simply 
because they had been made scrutineers or 
poll clerks or deputy returning officers. It 
was quite right such should vote at the 
first election but not that outsiders should 
be brought in to vote at a re-opened poll. 


Mir. Villeneuve, St. Albert, was not 
satisfied with the amendment. Under the 
present law there was a first coart of 
revision to decide whether a vote had been 
legally registered at an election and the 
elector was obliged to attend and prove his 
vote. He thought they could not do better 
than have the same law as in the provinces, 
viz , a recount and protest. He did not see 
why a man should be dragged around the 
country and not know whether or not he 
was elected. His amendment will be con- 
sidered when the bill comes up in commit- 
tee of the whole.
